Buy a slice 
clear across the round, about an inch 
thick. Ask your butcher to save you 
the third or fourth cut. This is the

I a serious setback and, although the 
tendency is not noticeably marked, 
prices for dyed goods, yarns, silks, 
calicos and woolens, have risen con- 
! siderably during the past month. 
I 
If the war continues it will be prac- 
tically 
impossible to secure 
much 
' dyestuffs unless American capital is 
! induced to experiment more widelv in 
the manufacture • of dyeing composi- 
tions. 


Speaking this morning of the de- 
pleted condition of the dye market, 
Carl F. Brockhaus ot the Janesville 
Steam Dye Works, said: 
"We have 
been able to receive, to date, just 
enough dyes to conduct our business. 
The eastern firm from whom we pre- 
viously bought 
has 
taken it upon 


i themselves to supply tbeir former 
• customers. Nevertheless it is impos- 
sible to secure several colors; preen, 
violet, and blue for instance. Chemic- 
als for their preparation are not to 
be found in the United States to any 
extent. 


"Formerly nearly all chemicals and 
ingredients of dye preparation came 
fioiu Germany, but with the war on 
and German ports closed, it has been 
impossible to secure any of thp Ger- 
man product. 
As a resr.lt Aemrican 
capital has turned to the production 
ot this line. 
A great plant is being 
equipped at Chicago to offset the ab- 
sence of the foreign imports. 
"Factories at Albany and Buffallo 
New York, are short of chemicals. 


I Quotations-are off and in several in- 
| stances when 
they 
would place an 


I order 
for 1,000 pounds of material 
| they would receive but 100 pounds. 
"The shortage throughout the west 
is exceptionally marked. 
Works that 
happen to have dyes on hand can 
secure more business than they can 
handle. 


"We are doing practically all the 
dyeing for the Bradley Knitting com- 
pany at Delavan. A firm in Kansas 
sent us samples to be treated and 
later on receipt of the same wanted 
us to take their work also. Our plant 
was not large enough for this and the 
uncertain duration of the war does 
not warrant an enlargment to take 
on the extra mill work. 
'Old dyestuffs that 
have accumu- 
lated are now being bought up and 
manufactured into new dyes." 
Mr. Brockhaus stated that Ameri- 
cans have never gone into the dye 
jand dye chemical 
manufacture 
be-

It does this in various ways.

haps the most obvious is the fact that 
it loosens the soil so that the rain 
does not run. off the surface but pene- 
trates below. 


Again when the furrow is first turn- 
ed the capillary attraction'

broken so that the furrow slice soon 
dries out, receiving little or no moist- 
ure from below, the amount depend- 
ing on the thoroughness with which 
the .connection is broken. If plowing 
is done in the fall the furrow slice
